The roa- 
trnm waa appropriately decorated with 
tho "atan and ban" and (he "atara and 
itripea," the natlobal eolora aenring aa a 
background for the colore of the Con- 
federacy. Mra. W. H. Robb, Preaident of 
tho local chapter, made a defmiflod and 
moetaccompliBhed presiding officer. The 
exercises attracted quite a large crowd, 
some ol tho veterana of the other side 
being present and joining in the songs.

The 
ball had beep prettily decorated and 
John Mitchell's picture had ooon used 
prominently In tbo featoona over the 
stage and on the facing of the bal- 
cony. When PreRi(l(>nt Mitchell ar- 
rived there were over (iUO delegates In 
the ball. When he appeared on the 
atago bo received a great ovation. 
John h, Feltham, repreaenting Preal- 
dont George CuRter of the Indlanapo- 
lia Central Labor union, in behalf of 
organized labor of Indianapolis, de- 
livered a ahurt addresa of welcome. 
Mayor Bookwaltor made a abort ad- 
dreaa of welcome in behalf of the city. 
Mr. Mitchell made a very abort re- 
sponse and the preliminary work of

Mr. Bowen 
said, that the Venezuelan government 
had allowed him |5,000 for the ex- 
penses of hi.s nii.sslon. which he would 
account for In the usual form and that 
bealdea this there would be no ei- 
pense to Venezuela for bis services. 

New German Ambaaaai^or Talka. 

Berlin, Jan. 19. — Baron Von Stem- 
berg has received his ofllclal appoint 
ment as ambassador to the United 
States and was ),'lven parting instruc- 
tions by Emperor William. He dis- 
ouaaed Gorman- American relatlona in 
the courae of an interview, aaying, 
among other things: "The trouble 
with the German embassy in Wash- 
ington has bei'n heretofore that it 
has not been sufflciently in touch with 
the American apirit Poraonally I ad- 
mire Dr. Von Holleben very much, 
but I'l' (lid not grasp the spirit of the 
American people. Before perfect fe 
lations can be secured between Ger- 
many, America and England, It ia ne- 
eoaaary that the German and Ameri- 
can preaa should be more fair In 
German military and naval circles It 
is hard to uproot the impression mat 
the Monroe doctrine is not an instru- 
ment used by the United Btatea to 
bold South America " 

Shelling of the Fort. 
Maracaibo, Venezuela, Jan. 19.— 
The German cruiser Panther sheljed 
Fort San Carlos, at the entrance to 
Lal<e Maracaibo, for one hour. The 
fort returned fire with four guns. The 
Panther withdrew In the direction of 
Curacao. Fort San Carlos is 22 miles 
from MaracallK), and commands the 
entrance to the lake or Inner bay. 
General Bello, the commander of the 
fort, says: Fort San Carlos was at- 
tacked and shelled, without any pro- 
vocation on our part, without previous 
Dotitcation or the delivering of an 
ultimatum, by the German cruiser 
Panther, which tried to force the en- 
trance. After a fight lasting an hour, 
during which the fort uaod only four 
guna, tho PaiXher waa obliged to 
abandon the flght and retreated In the 
direction of Curacoa. The fort has 
suffered no damage and only three 
men wore wounded " 

Discussed the Blockade. 
Berlin, Jan. 18.— In the reichstag 
Treasurer loo r ot a ry Von ThIelmann, 
In opening the budget debate, alluded 
to the Venesuelan blockade He said: 
'The appropriation for the navy baa 
not yet been increased by the block- 
ade, which became necessary through 
the unfriendly attitude, to use no 
stronger expression, of the Venosu- 
elau government toward our well 
grounded claims. The government at 



flrat thought it would be necessary to 
aak for a aupplementary credit, b«t 
the vessels being near at hand, t^e 

extra expense has not been great. We 
lo not know how long the blockade 
will continue, and It may be noeeasary 
to aak for money later." 

BDITOA Q0HZALE8 DEAD 

Aflor BaStUat Fonr Daya Kor Life. 
Doetora Tried formaline. 

Columbia, 8. (f., Jan. 19.— Kdiior N. 
O. Uonzales died at 1 p. m. Alter bat- 
tling almost four days for life, the 
victim of Lieutenant Governor James 
H. Ttllman'a bullet, paaaed away at 
the Columbia hospital. Mrs. Gonzales 
was with her husband when death 
came. When the bulletin was posted 
announcing the death, the crowds, 
which have been about toe bulletin 
board:; almoat constantly since the 
tragedy, increased rapidly and all 
pha.ses and details of the tragedy 
were discussed. In his cell where be 
has been conflnod aince the shooting, 
Lieutenant Governor Tillman beard 
the news with visible emotion. There 
is universal sorrow. For hours It was 
evident that the crisis had arrived. 
Mr. Gonzales, as he became more ner- 
vouo, waa subjected to vomiting and 
generally grew worse. He continued 
to lose ground until the end. The last 
heroic treatment resorted to was the 
use of formaline. One lifticth of a 
grain waa injected in the veina in the 
hope of atopping blood poisoning. 

Train Jumps the Track. 
Sycamore, Ills., Jan. 19. — The Des 
Molnea and Minneapolis train on the 
Chicago Great Western railway 
struck a broken rail near a bridge 
west of Sycamore, left the rails, 
crossed the bridge on the ties and 
rolled down a 20-foot embankment. 
Engineer J. D. Healy waa killed and 
30 persons were injured. The cars 
and the locomotive turned over ami 
were demolished. Most of the injured 
auatained bruiaes or slight fractures. 
Five men eaoaped from the over- 
turned eara uninjured. They broke 
windows and aided the frightened 
and bruised persons inside to escape 
from steam and splinters. One man 
walked to Wasco and telegraphed to 
Sycamore for help. Tho more aevere- 
ly injured persons, all of whom live 
in Iowa, were taken to a hospital. 

Murder Charged. 

Pittsburg, Jan. 19. — Mra. I.etitia 
Eagle, wife of S. S. E&gle. a superin- 
tendent of the Pressed Steel Car com- 
pany, and prominent in social circles 
at Avaton. a suburb of thia city, was 
arraigned in criminal court charged 
with the murder of her LS-yearold 
ward. Kdna V'arner, on May ;t laat. 
When the girl's deatli was reported to 
the coroner it was announced that 
she had committed suicide, but on ac- 
count of her youth, an Investigation 
was started by District .\iiorney Hay- 
maker and later an information was 
made against Mrs. Eagle, charging 
her with the killing. Mrs. Eagle 
swore that she waa abaolutely inuo- 
OOnt of the crime. 

Test of tabor Unlona. 

Lynn. Mass., Jan. 19. — The first real 

test of strength between the boot and 
shoe workers' union and the c\iitrrs' 
assembly of the Knights of l.4ilior in 
the war between the two labor organ- 
izations Is expected to come in this 
city when the boot and ahoe workers' 
union will make an attempt to send 
its own men into the shoe factories 
to fill the places of the Knights of 
Labor shoe cutters, now on strike. 
The flght is looked upon aa one of ex- 
termination for one or the other of 
the unlona involved. 



Coal Toamatora Strike. 

Cleveland, Jan. 19. — With the tem- 
perature only a few degrees above 
zero, and hundreds of families 
throughout the city in urgent need 
of fuel, a atrike waa declared by the 
Teamsters' union No. 267, which is al- 
most exclusively ciinposed of drivers 
of coal delivery wagons. While it is 
not known exactly how many men are 
out, practically every yard in the city 
is affected. The drivora demand ad- 
vances averaging about $4 por week 
for each man. 



Wound Fatal. 

Winipeg, Mail , .Ian. 19. — Henry 
Toews, who some time ago shot the 
school trustee and three pupils, one 
of the latter dying, died in the pro- 
vincial Jail from convulaiona. After 
the murder he sliol blinself In the 
head and the bullet was never re- 
moved. The murderer was repentent 
for hia crime. Ho waa to have been 
Cried in tho aprlng. 

Hermann'a Successor. 
Waahlnfton. Jan. 19.— The resigna- 
tion of Bingor Hermann of Oregon as 

commissioner of the general land ot 
flee, to take effect Feb. 1, was placed 
In the hands ot the president. The 
nomination of W, A. Richards, ex-gov- 
omor ot Wyoming, to auoooed him, 
will bo made.

BlU RETURNED AGAINST FORTY-FIVE 



Raliwajra Hold Not Bevtonslble For 
the Fuel Fuhlne— Oroooda Upon 
Wbloh the Grand Jurora 
Based Their Aetirn. 



Chicago, Jan. 19. — A true bill waa 

returned against 4 5 coal operators 
and retailers, charging conspiracy to 
do an illegal act injurlotu to public 
trade. The indietmenta are againat 
both corporations and individuala d<v 
ing business in Illinois and Indiana. 
Bail waa fixed at $1,500. 

Accompanying the return of tho in- 
dietmenta waa an explanatory report 
setting forth the grounds upon which 
the jurors based their action. The 
shortage, they declare, tbey found due 
"primarily and principally to the re- 
cent great atrike In the anthracite 
coal flolds." BItimlnoua coal could 
not be mined and stored in auffldent 
quantities to supply the deficiency 
caused by the rest lioted output from 
the anthracite mines, "first, because 
the capacity of the minea could not 
be more increased, ao materially on 
short notice, and, secondly, because 
the storing of bltimlnous coal during 
the summer months is inexpedient 
owing to the danger of deterioration 
through alacklng and of deatructlon 
by flre through spontaneoua combu^ 
tlon." Tho railroads they believed 
to be doing all in their power to move 
the coal promptly to market 

The Jury And that there existed In 
the city of Chicago and In niinola and 
in neighboring states "certain combi- 
nations which It deems to be conspir- 
acies or combinations in r<'straint of 
trade within the meaning of the stat- 
utea." aa follows: "The Northern Il- 
linois Soft Coal association, the Re- 
tailers' association of Illinois and 
Wisconsin: a certain combination of 
Indiana coal operators with the Cres- 
cent Coal and ...ining company. While 
not differing In character and aeope 
from some eombinationa In other 
lines of business, the jurors deemed 
it their duty to present the foregoing 
indictments. Other associations of 
operatora and coal dealers were found 
to exist and to have more or leaa ef> 
fert in the fixing of prices and re- 
stricting comiietit ion, luit against 
whom the evidence did not warrant 
action. They are the Chicago Coal 
Bxohango and the Chicago Track 
Ooalors' association." 

Strike Commiaaion. 
Philadelphia, Jan. 19.— Interest in 
the proceedings of the anthracite coal 

commission is waning. Colonel K. A. 
I'liilips. general superintendent of the 
mining department of the Delaware. 
Lackawanna and Western Railroad 
company, waa the flrat witness called. 
He testified that the company never 
heard any complaints a.-^alnst paying 
the men by the car instead of by 
weiKhi until tho advent of the United 
Mine Workers. Colonel Philips aaid 
the contract miners will now cut only 
five or sTx cars of coal each instead 
of six or seven as tliey did previous 
to the strike of 1900. In consequenco 
the company, be said, has to employ 
10 per cent more men now tuan it did 
two years ago, in order to get out the 
same amount of coal From 1877 to 
litOO the relations betwc'n the men 
and the company were pleasant. Tae 
wages of the workmen, he said, were 
voluntarily Increased 35 per cent. In- 
cluding the Increase given as a result 
of till' IIKM) strilc. tile waues of llie 
men have been increased 4j per cent 
ainoo 1877. 

street Car Smashed. 
Pittsburg, Jan. 19.— Two people 
were aeriously hurt and about 10 more 
or lesa injtired by a grade erossing ic- 
ddent at HazlewoodT The Versailles 
accommodation of the Italtlmore and 
Ohio road, southbound, crashed into a 
Homeatead and McKeesport atreet 
ear coming to the city. Gertrude 
Hanna, 24, was cut about the head 
and said to be Injured Internally. 
David Cruiksliank, body badly bruiaod 
and cut and leg fractured. The other 
paaaengera were cut, bruiaed and oth* 
erwise injured and were taken to 
their homes. Tho accident was caus- 
ed. It is thought, by a misunderstand- 
ing of the warning given by the flac* 
man. The northbound Versailloo ao> 
oommodation had Jnat paaaed and the 
atroot car started across the tracks 
whon It was struck by the train com- 
ing la tha opp ooiU d troeUon.

A leading farmer of Woodford Oonntjr 
who has been a farmer all hia life and 
cnltivatee 600 acrai ot land, has arraniced 
to qoit tanning March Isl, and gives aa 
his reason the increasinR difficulty— al- 
most impossibility— of employing labor 
to cultivate hia crops. This is a prob- 
lem which is daily becominR o' more se- 
rious concern to nearly all the farmers of 
this section. In Woodford, aa ^where, 
farm labor consists almost entirely of 
nexroes. In tbe past year ecorea of the 
most efficient colored farm handa bav» 
migrated to the Virginias and Tennes- 
see to work in coal mines and on rail- 
road coDstruction, while others have 
gone to Ind i anapolis, tbe soiled "Ne- 
gro's Heaven." Of tbe negroes left, a 
very considerable number prefer a life of 
eaae and comparative idleness in town, 
however scant tbe living, to work in the 
country and decline to engage in the lat- 
ter. Asa reauit of these conditions tbe 
farmers are op against a pretty diffleaU 
qaeation. Some time ago several MeiVf r 
farmers fcot together and had about con- 
cluded to import Japanese labor, but 
ainoe we have heard nothing of tbe mat-
